Monday in an apparent 
effort to exploit their gains. 

Marines in the Chosin reservoir 
sector to the north jumped off 
‘toward the west along a narrow 
road from Yudam-Ni, in an at- 
itempt to drive a wedge behind 


‘Chinese Communist forces on the 
‘western front. 


A late dispatch from the front 
sector said the Communists tore a 
gap more than seven miles wide in 
the Allied line Sunday and were 
‘pouring southward. 


The enemy attack early Monday 
was against the South Korean 
first Division on the United Na- 
tions left flank. A U. S. Eighth 
Army spokesman said the divi- 
sion’s 12th Regiment was forced 
to withdraw across the Chongbong 
River to the area just north of 
Sonam . 

At the same time another South 
Korean unit was reported resisting 
another heavy attack 2% miles 
southeast of Taechon, about 20 
miles above the Chongchon River. 

As the Communists increased 
their pressure against the allied 
drive to end the war by Christ- 
mas, United.Nations forces rushed 
in additional air and artillery sup- 
port to the sectors facing the most 
difficulty.

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Gen. Marshall Makes 
: A Lot of Sense

* made Friday night at Fort Benning by 
Secretary of Defense George C. Marshall. 

He is a man who makes a lot of sense

~ Gen. Marshall asked the American peo- 
_ ple to accept an “enduring system of na- 
+ tional defense.” He charted our history 
- of public vacillation in defense matters and 
» said, properly, our wavering demonstrated 
* an emotional] instability. 


He was most fearful that after Korea 
« we might have a reaction which would slow 
« the military establishment’s plans for large- 
. scale expansion. 
» “The history of national defense in this 
“country,” said the Secretary, “has been a 
succession of feasts and famines that have 
followed each other in demoralizing se- 
quence. For a nation that prides itself of 
its logic, business precocity and its practi- 
cal common sense, we have given the world 
quite an opposite impression of these quali- 
ties when it came to the matter of national 
defense. Speaking frankly, I fear that we 
have given a demonstration somewhat of 
emotional instability.” 

Earlier he spoke at the magnificent cele- 
bration at Dawson for Erle Cocke, Jr.. the 
young Georgian who is National Com- 
mander of the American Legion. 

* There he spoke on the danger of “pen- 
. dulum thinking.” 
~ “This alternative cycle of strength and 
* weakness in national defense must stop,” 
= the defense chief said. “No longer can we 
= count upon years or even months in which 
#to prepare after the war is on. In Korea 
«for the first time we were called upon 
‘to fight the first day, 
- “That will cerfainly be the case here- 
‘after. At best we are to face a period of 
tension of long duration. We must grow 
stronger to defend ourselves against the risk 
of aggression wherever it may develop.” 

The General, as we said, makes sense. 

* We must have a plan. It will be costly, 
but not as costly as are the tremendous ef- 
forts of the past which we had to nmrake 
because of our wavering and our “pendu- 
lum” thinking.

Meanwhile, we can but hope for the best. 

And Congress can assist that hope, or 
wreck it, as it can unnecessarily, compli- 
cate the approach to the European-aid leg- 
islation which will come before the next 
Congress. 

The UN Security Council meeting is of 
the greater importance, and we urge upon 
the Congress that it so realize and conduct 
its own lame-duck session to that end.

World’s Greatest 
Schools for South? 


CHARLESTON, S. C.—The greatest graduate 

. schools in the world will be located in the South 
nie if Southern Governors pursue a long-range pro- 
gram to be outlined to them Monday by the Southern Regional 
Education Board of Control. Southern students will take their doc- 
torates in Southern schools instead of going north for this advanced 
training. Indeed, the magnificent graduate schools of Dixie will 
attract students from other sections of the nation, if this plan is 
successful. 

These fine Southern schools will be geared to training leaders 
needed to develop the natural and human resources of the “New 
South.” They will offer research programs which will benefit 
agriculture and industry over their section. 


Pool Funds It will cost a lot of money to build schools of 

such reputation. Where will the money come 
from? It. will come through a pooling of the financial resources 
of the Southern States as they move into the second major phase 
of the regional education program. 

No one State can hope to build a complete graduate program, 
Dr. John Ivey, director of the regional education program, says. But 
even if it could raise the money, there aren’t enough highly trained 
teachers to staff outstanding graduate programs in every field in 
every State of the South. So, the plan calls for the Southern States 
to divide the job of building this well-rounded graduate program. 


One State would build, finance and de- 
velop a gradudte school, say, in the 
field of animal production sciences... Students from throughout the 
South wanting this course would attend this school. Another 
State ‘would set up a graduate school, say, in industrial produc- 
tion management or forest products utilization, or public health 
administration. Dixie students wanting either of these studies 
would go to the school offering them. Each State would attempt 
to set up the finest graduate school in the world in its one par- 
ticular field. Thus, the South would be dotted with a number of 
schools which would be the world’s best in their own subjects. 

The Board of Control would work with the institutions to develop 
their graduate schools, see that there was no duplication and see 
that the graduate schools established were of top quality. It would 
help the institutions publicize their particular graduate schools. 


School Per State 


, : To encourage a free flow of students 
End Spec ial Fees from one Southern State to another 
Southern State for a well-rounded education, the program calls 
for elimination of the “out-of-State” fees insofar as Southern stu- 
dents are concerned. A Georgian could attend a North Carolina 
graduate school without havirig to pay the higher fee charged “out- 
of-State” students, and an Alabaman could attend a Georgia gradu- 
ate school without having to pay the special “out-of-State” fee. 

When the South pioneered in the field of regional education 
two years ago, it operated purely in professional schools. Six hun- 
dred Southern boys and girls this year are studying medicine, den- 
tistry and veterinary medicine in regional schools. To date, this 
has been limited somewhat to the States merely making contracts 
with each other to let students use available facilities. The new 
step calls, for moving into the graduaté field—and developing 
brand-new topflight graduate schools—the best in the world. It’s 
a stupendous task. It possibly can be accomplished over a period 
of years.

Our Domestic 
Political Problem 


NEW YORK—The insolence of those few self- 
important Americans who presume to judge 
whether the German people have been “de-Nazi- 

fied” is a fascinating phenomenon of this era of political confusion 
in Our own country. Some of the most arrogant of these are local- 
ized in the letterhead organization called the Society for the Pre- 
vention of World War III. The executive and “advisory” list of this 
society, which refuses to disclose its entire membership roll, includes 
a goodly number of bloodthirsty pundits who took no physical 
part in either of the world wars. 

Some, indeed, artfully managed an appearance of belligerence 
without ever submitting themselves to military compulsion and 
assuming a duty to face danger under orders with the well-known 
melancholy alternative for failure. Actually, it is not a society 
at all, but a propaganda front for a few individuals. 

Most of those who so loudly damn the Nazi political system 
are actually Nazis themselves who would have Nazified the United 
States long ago but for the resistance of such Republicans as Sen. 
Taft, Gov. Dewey, Mark Sullivan, Vivien Kellems and, if I may say 
so, Pegler. 


i " What is Nazism? It is national socialism. 
Not for Export It is socialism and nationalism. Hitler 
said it was too good for the lesser breeds. Therefore, it was not 
for export. He did export it, however, as we know, but even though 
he set up bunds in New York, New Jersey and a few other locali- 
ties, it cannot be said that he seriously tried to impose national 
socialism on our country. He didn’t have to. Roosevelt and his 
wife and Hopkins were beating him to it. 

Hatred and persecution of the Jews were not essenntial in the 
original version of national socialism. Fascism, which was national 
socialism under a classical, poetic name, abhorred anti-Semitism 
for many years. 

I remember a little lecture on this that was read to me by Jack 
Bozio, a young official of the propaganda bureau of the Fascist 
Foreign Office in Rome, about 1936, Hitler had made a visit to 
Mussolini and the Fascists were smirking because Hitler had come 
down to get some pointers from the maestro. Mussolini gave him 
the big show and chucked his weight about with that absurd pom- 
posity which, after long repetition, wore off its absurdity and came 
to be accepted by millions of Italians as true majesty, little short 
of divinity. Hitler then was, in his humble phase, the man of the 
poeple in a greasy trench-coat. By the way, many millions of 
Americans still adore Roosevelt as a god and worship his widow. 
That is Nazi paganism. 


= Bozio told me the Duce had a low opinion of 

Low Opinion Hitler. He regarded him as an imitator. Fur- 
thermore, Borio said, anti-Jewishness was a personal idea of Hit- 
ler’s and didn’t belong in the scheme. It sullied true Fascism. 
The Italian national socialism of that time would have none of it. 
Fascism adopted anti-Semitism only when Hitler had become the 
head man of the Axis and Mussolini was trying to appease him. 

Our Bloe Eagle administration was straight Fascism and car- 
telism. If it had not been struck down by the old American 
Supreme Court, in the sick-chicken case, the national government 
today would be regulating business in every detail down to the 
charge for pressing a pair of pants, with criminal penalties for viola- 
tion. I believe we actually did have a Blue Eagle case involving 
the price that one of our “little people” charged for pressing a 
suit. You could not undercharge. That was a crime as bad as 
overcharging. : 

Roosevelt did not repudiate this audacious venture in national 
socialism. On the contrary, he attacked the court for thwarting 
him and tried to get a new court that would permit him to Nazify 
the United States. By the verb “to Nazify,” I mean “to institute 
national socialism.” I know corruption was bad in Italy. The 
Fascist princes of privilege gathered them lires while they might, 
just as Elliott Roosevelt trimmed his victims with his old man’s

First, however, it should be stated that during the 
Detours interminable repairs on Highway 41 between Dalton 
and Atlanta, the highway has at least. been kept open. Motorists 
eould travel on it if they had a strong back and a sound nervous 
system. However, many Chattanoogans going to the Carolina low 
country or to Atlanta preferred to go over to Chatsworth from 
Dalton and travel between Chatsworth and Fairmount on High- 
way 411. 


When that link was partly closed, motorists waited patiently, 
but were disappointed a few months ago when the link was opened 
and when it was discovered that the only repairs made during the 
interim were to stop up the holes in the pavement with gravel 
and tar. 


: As bad examples close to Chattanooga, The 
Rivers Road Constitution cites the E. River’ Highway in 
Dade County, built nine years ago dufing the administration of 
the Governor by the same name and now “slipping and sliding off 
the side of Lookout Mountain.” 

Engineers say it was poorly located, and now they are mapping 
out two miles of costly new construction along a new route. Also 
cited is U. S. 41 above Ringgold to the Tennessee line. 


The Constitution reports that U. S. Highway 1, a main route 
from Maine to Florida, is breaking up near Lyons, while in nearby 
Soperton, home of State Highway Director Jim Gillis, State main- 
tenance crews have been busy laying smooth asphalt paving on the 
city streets. 

The Constitution is inclined to get rough about it and says: “The 
story about Georgia roads, strange mixture of sand, politics, asphalt 
and concrete, would be a funny one if the results were not tragic, 
wasted money, wasted time, wasted lives in wrecks caused by the 
open holes, the jagged edges, the narrow shoulders, the culverts 
concealed by ragweed and other roadside undergrowth.” 

The Georgia State Highway Department had $43,569,974 avail- 
able for highway construction and maintenance last year. The 
Constitution asked: “Is is any wonder that the people are dubious 
about allotting to the Highway Department all the funds from the 
seven-cent gasoline tax and other motor vehicle taxes and fees? 


Can those who accomplish so little with so much be trusted with | 


any more?” 


The cost of mairftaining highways in the South-

Even after 32 years of playing doctor to ailing 
trolleys and streetcars, J. R. Brown, an inspector 
or trouble-shooter for the Atlanta Transit Com- 
pany, still gets a kick out of his job.

Se much of the latest findings 
on the killer diseases of chil- 
dren emphasize the value of 
early diagnosis. Yet the premium 
placed on even telephone calis 
by busy dectors whe carry ap 
ove-lead of patients makes « 
mother apologetic about describ- 
ing a high fever to an impatient 
doctor, when she knows as well 
as he that often high fevers dis- 
appear with day. 


Intuition, though often pres- 
ent, is not always reliable, when 
one is trying to balance it with 
caution. 

A mother’s first and best re- 
inforcement is a liaison with her 
doctor. Select your doctor when 
your child is in good health. 
Shop for him, if necessary, but 
once you select him, stop shop- 
ping: Find a doctor you feel 
confidence in, one who gives you 
the assurance of his personal 
interest, and one whose medical 
and ethical background inspires 
your trust. Then trust him. 
There is something about a 
mutual exchange of confidence, 
though not written in the books, 
which rules out most of the pos- 
sibilities of human error. 

Then, when your child is ill, 
call your doctor, give him the 
facts you have observed: Tem- 
perature, pain, restlessness, any 
background which might influ- 
ence your belief, and then rest 
the matter with him. If a doctor 
knows you trust him, he will not 
fail you. 


You should remember that 
doctors develop an intuition, too. 
which comes from many night 
phone calls from worried moth- 
ers. No doctor wants on his 
conscience a child's serious ill- 
ness which he might have pre- 
vented or alleviated—yet no 
decter can be of service to all 
his patients if he must spread 
himeelf thin just for the sake 
of giving the comfort ef his 
presence. 


And, for your doctor’s sake, in 
exchange for his honesty and 
consideration of you, give him 
the break of allowing him as 
much personal freedom as pos- 
sible. Although it is true that 
children’s illnesses often are not 
noticed until late at night, when- 
ever there is evidence that all 
is not well, call your doctor as 
early as ble. The fee that

After Wash

That’s funny. You could have 
sworn the sweater fit you the 
last time you wore it. 


Perish the thought, but per- 
haps you’ve gained a little 
weight. No? 

Then we are forced to as- 
sume that you've probably 
washed it. You did? Of course. 
You were in a hurry one eve- 
ning so you just threw it in with 
a few other items, a blouse or 
so, some handkerchiefs and un- 
derwear and then you hung 
them all up to dry. 


Well, unfortunately, you're 
sure to find this out sooner or 
later, so it may as well be now: 
Your sweater has shrunk. 


This is not,meant to be per- 
sonal, but what your sweater 
needed was a dummy. Sweater 
dummies, unlike other varieties, 
are made from a piece of card- 
board on which the exact out- 
line of the sweater, before wet- 
ting, has been traced and cut 
out. The sleeves. are cut out 
separately so that they can be 
slipped in, without stretching 
the sides of the sweater to pull 
it over the cardboard sleeves. 
Round off all sharp edges of 
the dummy with scissors to 
avoid snagging loosely knit 
threads when slipping it into 
the damp garment. 


Use lukewarm water and 
thick suds for the washing, and 
dispose of the job as quickly 
as possible.: Don’t soak the 
sweater, don’t rub it, wring it 
or twist it. Simply squeeze the 
suds through the sweater over 
and aver with your hands until 
it is clean. Rinse at least twice 
in lukewarm water and before 
removing it from the water. 
squeeze it out thoroughly and 
support with the hands so that 
it isn’t stretched out of shape 
by the weight of the wet fibers. 


Next, roll in a towel briefly 
to absorb as much moisture as 
possible and then spread it out 
over the towel on a table or 
other flat surface. Slip the 
cardboard body and sleeves in- 
side the sweater and adjust 
gently to fit. Besides making a 
good blocking frame, the card- 
board hastens drying by its 
absorbency. 

Lay the sweater on a drv 
towel or clean sheet of paper 
and keep in an airy place away 
from sunlight or heat for dry- 
ing. 

Save the dummy to use again 
as often as you need it. To pre- 
vent mix-ups, just identify it 
by writing the color and style 
of the sweater for which it was 
made. 


Also, minor adjustments in 
sweater size or shape can be 
made by this blocking method. 
Cut the frame just a little larger 
or smaller than the pencilled 
outline, as desired. Then, after 
washing, stretch the garment to 
fit the cardboard pattern, or 
ease it in a bit, as the case 
may be,

Adopted Baby 
Must Fit Into 
Parents’ Life

When people seriously con- 
sider adopting a baby or little 
boy or girl, they usually have 
quite definite ideas about what 
kind of a child they want: boy 
or girl, tiny baby or one well 
established physically, blue- 
eyed and blond or brown-eyed 
and brunette.

concerning religion, race and 
nationality. 


The adoption or child-placing 
agency tries to give you what 
you want.
